wire (No. 12, at least) is bcpt ou haurl. 
a split limb can bo instantly replaced, 
and a figure 8 placed about it and its 
neighbor, as shown in the- illustration. 
Several strands of the wire should be 
used, according to tho amount of -weight 
to be supported. A bit of shfet iron, tin 
or 7,iucbplaced at the sides will keop the 
bark from being cut by tho wire. Such 
wire is exceedingly convenient iu mend- 
ing breaks of many kinds, aud may well 
be kept always on hand.

"Oar prohibitory scheme is sore tho-- 


osghgoing than anything ever attemm- 
ed in the United States. Sot, of course, 
that we have not learned rnach from 
yosr experience with this difficult legis- 
lation. The trouble in the United States 
nas been that, owing to the necessarv 
treedota of interstate commerce, it w"s 
possible to take SEJ amonnt of liquor 
into a prohibition state. Yoa were for- 
bidden to sell its, Bui yon coald step 
across the line and bring back all you 
wanted for yonr own nse. And, besides, 
the druggists coald sell any amount for 
medicinal purposes. We have had simi- 
lar laws in certain provinces, and these 
laws were as ineffectual as yours have 
been. So onr present plan is .to have al- 
cohol or liquor supplied through govern- 
ment agencies for medicinal, scientific 
or mechanical purposes and to absolnte- 
ty prohibit th^importation or possession 
•of liquor or alcohol for other purposes. 
It will be much easier to prevent sach 
importation at our boundary line, guard- 
ed by the customs officers," than it has 
been for'yon to keep liquor from passing 
the unguarded lines of yonr varions 
states. The French population of the 
Dominion is rather averse to prohibi- 
tion. On the other hand, the French 
aro naturally so prudent, temperate and 
rational in their use of liquor that they 
won't miss whisky if it disappears. An 
informal plebiscite taken lately in sever- 
al of our leading provinces demonstrated 
a ruling sentiment ia favor of this nro- 
poeed prohibition. 


"The general council was holding its 


second annual session at Winnipeg. 
Eighteen dioceses were represented by 
bishops, minor clergy and laymen, and 
the total attendance was about 90 mem- 
bers. Tp to four years ago ihsre wore 
two groups of dioceses of the Church of 
England in Canada.

before the Indiana legislature. Duriug 
the vote on the question a Dr. Thorny- i 
eon, an elder in the Presbyterian church 
nnd a member of tbe senate, rose in hi? 
place to explain bis vote. He said thut 
although personally opposed to tiie liq- 
uor traffic he must, as the represeiitu 
tive of his constituency and the taxp.'iy- 
ers, cast his ballot in favor of the repeal 
of. the local option lew. 


Then I thought to myself, Who com- 


pass his constituency and the tuspayars 
whom he represents: I was then a wid- 
ow with six little children, and I bat 
my taxes to pay. and we all had to obey 
the laws. A light broke over me, and ' 
came to the couclusiou that I was a part 
of that constituency of which the sena- 
tor spoke, and so was every other wom- 
an in the district. After the session I 
went up to Senator Thompson, and1, 
shaking hands with him, thanked him 
for that speech and told him that his 
speech had made a woman suffragist of 
me.—New York Mail and Express.

When the muteria.'s have Ix-en thus 


prepared, the most bulky material is 
-spread out upon the floor in an oblong 
pile that varies from 6 to 10 inches in 
depth. Tbe top is leveled o3 and then 
a layer of the next maieri:>! is put on, 
not quite so thick, and so on until thu 
different constituents have been added 
to the pile, care being taken to make 
such material cover the one under it 
evenly over tho whole surface. T.H-u 
one should commence at. one end and 
shovel over the pile, reaching clear to 
the bottom every time. After mixing 
well the mixed portion is passed be- 
hind. When the whole pile has been 
treated once in this way, then the mixed 
pile is leveled, swept up around the 
edges and again treated in the same 
manner. 


This process should be repeated three 


or four times. Any lumps noticed at 
any time should be thoroughly broken 
up. If greater thoroughness is desired, 
the mixture may be sifted or screened 
before sacking. It is convenient to 
•weigh into sacks which will bold from 
100 to 150 pounds. One should take 
great pains to purchase his materials iii 
finely powdered aud perfectly dry con- 
dition if he plans to mis the materials 
at borne.

Crow Blackbirds. 


A pnblicatiou from tho agricultural 


department at Washington contains ob- 
servations on the diet of the crow black- 
birds by field observers in different parts 
of the country. 


In the course of tho investigations 


there -were examined the contents of 
the stomachs of 2,258 blackbirds from 
the eastern and central portion of the 
United States and from . Florida. The 
food was found to show 48 per cent of 
animal, 48 per cent of vegetable and 4 
per cent of mineral matter. The ani- 
mal food consisted chiefly of insects, 
which formed 40 per cent of the entire 
food of the year. Beetles, grasshoppers 
and caterpiili-.rs were chiefly oaten, al- 
though insects of other orders as well 
as spiders and uiyriapods were repre- 
sented. 


The vegetable food \vas found to con- 


sist chiefly of grain and fruit. Corn 
was eaten to the greatest extent. Wheat 
was also eaten to a small extent. Fruit 
appeared to be aa important dietary ele- 
ment and consisted chiefly of wild va- 
rieties. A considerably quantity of nox- 
ious weed seed was found in the stom- 
achs collected during the winter and 
spring mouths. It is the belief that 
though the crow blackbirds may cause 
considerable injury at times when they 
collect in large flocks the damage is 
more than balanced by their destruction 
of injurious insects, and that they 
should not be indiscriminately dcstrcv- 
ed. 


Shallow Flowinc For Wheat. 


It used to be said that wheat would 


bear deeper plowing than any other 
grain crop. If the furrow brought to the 
surface one or two inches of subsoil, 
that made the soil firmer and k'*s per- 
vious to water, thus lessening the injury 
by freezing and thawing. 
But western 


winter wheat growers, and spring wheat 
growers also, have learned a plan that 
is oven better than deep plowing, because 
it costs much less. They do not plow 
at all, merely cultivating the surface 
among the grain stubblo and seeding on 
that. The wheat itmkra just as good a 
fall growth and even 
better 
than 


where the stubble is turned under, thus 
drying tho st.il. Most of the wheat roots 
are kept near the surface, for tho rains 
do not penetrate farther than the culti- 
vator has gone. This saving of plowing 
enables a farmer cheaply to get a largo 
acreage into wheat, ami if ho gets a fair 
crop he is ready to undersell the eastern 
wheat grower, who keeps on plowing 
deeply for wheat in the expensive, old 
fashioned way.—American Cultivator. 


By the Way. 


Some growers favor the now process 


of mechanically pwforaurig prunes for 
drying instead of dipping thi-iu in jye.
